1 Step To the Right! 

A bill closing ‘‘the biggest tax loophole of all” cleared 
the Senate Revenue and Taxation Committee recently. 

The "biggest loophole” described by Senator Dennis 
E. Carpenter, author of the bill, is the windfall profits 
due to inflation that the state receives from personal 
income tax revenues. 

Under the present tax structure, persons receiving 
cost of living salaiy incrases are boostt'd into higher tax 
brackets and pay higher percentage's of their income in 
taxes. 

Since 1967 when the tax brackets were establishe*d, 
the cost of living has risen 44 per cent, personal income 
tax has risen 78 per cent and state income tax revenues 
have risen 277 per cent. 

"It is currently popular to attack tax loopholes,” Car¬ 
penter told the Committee. "SB 34 attacks the biggest 
tax loophole of all.” 

"If every Californian were to receive a 10 per cent 
pay raise, the state would net a 24 per cent increase 
in income tax revenue.” 

Carpenter noted that this increase in state income 
came without the necessity for the legislature to pass 
new and uniwpular tax laws. 

"The so-called budget surplus the state has had in 
recent years is not a surplus,” said the Newport Beach 
Republican, “it is taxation without representation.” 

The crux of the problem is that existing tax rates, 
exemptions and deductions are based on 1967 dollars 
that have lost 50 per cent of their value and continue 
to decline. 

If a taxpayer receives pay raises to keep pace with 
inflation he moves into higher and higher tax brackets 
and pays a larger percentage of his income in personal 
income tax. 

If on a fixed income, the taxes stay the same but 
actual purchasing power deciines due to inflation. 

The solution offered by Senator Carpenter in SB 34 
is simide. If dollars are inflated, then so should be the 
ta.x bra<‘kets. The bill would adjust tax rates each year 
to kwp pace with the cost of living index. 

Under the bill, if the wst of living went up 10 per 
cent then the tax brackets, standard d(Kiuctions and ex¬ 
emption cr(>dits would also go up 10 per cent. Carpenter 
told the committcH' that a typical married couple earning 
$ 10,000 a y<‘ar and receiving a 10 ix'r cent raise to keei) 
pace with infiat ion would realize a 25.5 ix'r cent savings 
on their taxes over the present system. 

The Ixnietits of SB 34 are not as dramatic for higher 
intx)me (X)Ui)les. The i)erc('ntage of savings on taxes de- 
creast's as inix)me brackets incrciise. 

Oj>iK)nents claim that SB ,34 would cost the state 
millions of dollars in lost revenue, Car{)enter disputes 
this. 

"If 1 don’t find $10 on the street tonight, it’s not 
going to cost me $10 is it?” he asked. "Any money the 
state dfX‘s not receive is money it did not tax the public 
for." 

“Under SB 34.” Carj)ent('r exi)lained, "the state will 
continue to receive the same ix'rcentage of iiuxime taxes 
it has bis'n nx-eiving. If inflation and personal income 
go up 10 iH-r cent, state revenues will go ui) 10 iK>r cent.” 

“Tli(‘ state should bt‘ able to maintain all current 
programs and ('.xjM'nditures. What woukl lx* elimiimtcxi 
are th<' windfall pixifits from inflation the st.ite now 
calls ’surplu.s' flow into the state treasury without the 
liCgislature hiiving th(> uncomfortable and unixipular task 
of jiassing new tax laws.” 

Nti'inln'is of tbe Senate Revenue and ’taxation Com- 
inittex' voting for the bill were .Senators Ilolmdahl, Smith. 
I)cukm**jian. Richardson, Ayala and Way. Noting against 
SB 31 were .Senators Dunlai) and Petris. 

Senator Dunlai) attributed his opixisition to the mea¬ 
sure to the fact that it did not apply to all taxes, par¬ 
ticularly the proix-rty tax.

Los Angeles County gov¬ 
ernment is developing a 
“strong department to be¬ 
come an aggressive new 
force in protecting consum- 
ens from fraud',” Boarl of 
S:npervisors’ Chairman 
James Hay'-s said recently.

It’s initial budget would 
be about $712,000, said 
Hcoye.s, who wiijle an assem¬ 
blyman al.so authored the 
first c-n.siumer cla.ss aotior, 
laws-uit legi.slation a.ny- 
whoro in the nation. 

“Since becoming a Los 
Angelos County supervi.snr 
in 1972, I have been d'ecply 
concerned with consumer 
protection for our area — 
esix-cially because the logis- 
latiure cbo.se not to ade¬ 
quately fund the .state c*on 
.sumer department,” Hayes 
said. 

“Had things been different 
in 5»aernmento, we might nei 
now need local con.sumer 
protection agon c i o s,” lie 
said.
